 9 (b) Higher supervisor-to-client ratios;

11 (d) Accurate reporting of hours;
12 (e) Ethical consumer marketing practices;
13 (f) Adequate levels of liability insurance;
14 (g) Compliance with labor and employment laws;
15 (h) Process to enhance quality and safety;
16 (i) Not using public funds to promote or deter, encourage or
17 discourage employees to exercise their rights under section 7 of the
18 federal labor relations act;
19 (j) Meeting the needs of high acuity clients;
20 (k) Increasing client contact by agency staff;
21 (l) Identification of protocols and practices that are known to
22 improve client outcomes; and
23 (m) Contractually mandated or collectively bargained labor costs.
24 (2) The governor shall appoint a stakeholder committee made up of
25 five persons familiar with the operation of home care agencies to
26 assist the department in conducting the analysis.
